DEVELOPING POTENTIAL IN PEOPLE 


Delinquency — 
a community affair 


Community action in the form of 
greater understanding and the involve- 
ment of people on a volunteer basis is 
vital in strengthening the many impor- 
tant and varied family services provid- 
ed through the Child Welfare Branch. 
Particularly in its work with juvenile 
offenders. New methods in the care 
and treatment of young offenders, 
under supervision of the trained social 
workers of this Branch, are directed at 
rehabilitation rather than out-moded 
concepts of lock and key control. The 
eventual aim is to encourage proper 
motivations and establish new routes 
back into the mainstream of society 
for boys and girls in trouble with the 
law. 


Since juvenile probation, and the care 
of children held in custody as juvenile 
delinquents, (boys under the age of 16 
and girls under 18 years), became the 
responsibility of a Branch this year, a 
new approach is already taking shape. 
Co-educational Youth Development 
Sentres have been established in 
Calgary and Edmonton, They provide 
academic and vocational training along 
with other interest-expansion  pro- 
grams. With the program under the 
over-all umbrella of the Social De 
velopment Department, all the services 
of the department are more readily 
available should the child's behavioral 
problems stem from family problems. 


New pre-employment 
training centres 


Post-secondary adult education in the 
province will be taking another big 
step forward with the scheduled com- 
pletion of two all-new Alberta Voca- 
tional Centres in Edmonton and 
Calgary. 


The move to the ultra-modern central- 
ly located buildings will consolidate all 
facilities and staff of this ongoing 
program. Up to now they have been 
spread out in various rented quarters 
in both cities, and the move will mean 
an increase in the province's over-all 
capacity to provide thousands of 
young men and women with specializ- 
ed pre-employment training. 


Academic courses needed to complete 
further education will be taught at the 
centres along with such things as 
secretarial and business programs and 
specific vocational studies. 


All students attending the fegular day 
programs at the centres are enrolled on 
a refesence basis only and are finan- 
cially assisted in one form or another 
with training allowances provided 
either by Canada Manpower or other 
provincial services. One such centre is 
already operating in Fort McMurray 
which, in addition to similar courses 
offered by the two new major centres, 
offers courses in heavy-duty construc- 
tion equipment training. 


Probation offers 
better opportunity 


The use of composite, written pre- 
sentence reports for consideration by 
the presiding justice in the courts of 
Alberta are becoming more wide- 
spread. Such reports, relating primarily 
to the social background of offenders, 
submitted by full-time probation offi- 
cers of the Adult Probation Branch, 
are made only after the establishment 
of guilt. The growing trend in the use 
of probation orders in sentencing, or 
following a term of imprisonment, 
offers an offender a greater opportun- 
ity of preserving self-dignity and a 
second chance to face life on his own 
responsibility. The resulting cost sav- 
ing to taxpayers is 8 to 10 times less 
than the cost of imprisonment, plus 
support costs if a family is involved. 


A voluntary, pre-employment program 
mainly for the benefit of younger 
probationers, such as highschool drop- 
outs, unskilled workers, or persons 
without job experience (largely in the 
16 to 25 age group) is another social 
service aspect of probationary work. 
The program arranges special counsel- 
ling and guest speakers, such as em- 
ployment or personnel officers of 
major firms, discussing job opportuni- 
ties and interview requirements. Parole 
supervision and staff for family courts 
are also provided by this branch of the 
Attorney General's Department. 


Basic human rights 
protected 


To ensure that each Albertan is enabl- 
ed to develop to his maximum poten- 
tial without the hindrance of discrim- 
ination, the staff of the Human Rights 
Branch work to protect certain basic 
rights of individuals. The activity of 
this Branch of the Department of 
Labour includes educational program- 
ming with community and church 
groups, service clubs, ethnic associa- 
tions, schools and other organizations. 
To acquaint Albertans with their rights 
under The Human Rights Act a variety 
of literature is available including a 
human rights display scroll for organi- 
zations, a multi-colored placard for 
businesses and a quarterly newsletter, 
Human Concern, for general distribu- 
tion to the public. These publications 
are available without charge on re- 
quest. 


Should a person feel that he has 
suffered discrimination in employ- 
ment; hotel, motel or apartment ac- 
commodation; or in other services 
generally available to the public such 
as restaurants, stores, theatres, etc.; 
because of his colour, race, religion, 
place of origin or ancestry, he may 
register his concern with this agency. 
The Human Rights Branch then acts 
promptly to investigate the matter and 
arrive at a satisfactory solution for the 
persons involved, 


HRDA acts in 
co-ordinating role 


The gear-up stage of a 4-year program 
designed to stimulate social and econ- 
omic development that will have far- 
reaching effects on the estimated 
25,000 mostly Native population of 
the Lesser Slave Lake Special Area of 
Alberta is well underway. The provin- 
cial agency, HRDA, which stands for 
the Human Resources Development 
Authority — simply called “Herd-ah” 
for short — is playing an extensive role 
in guiding the program in all its broad 
context. The plan helps the people of 
the area to take full advantage of all 
Opportunities presented to them 
through various multi-level federal and 
provincial government services already 
available. 


Through an established regional office, 
serving the 24,000 square mile area, 
HRDA representatives act in a dove- 
tailing fashion to co-ordinate all the 
mecessary activities. They set a system 
of priorities for the work to be done 
Representatives and delegates from 
tegistered community associations 
work side by side with the human 
resource officers of HRDA, who are 
presently co-ordinating programs 
throughout the province. 


Broad scope of 
community support 


The Alberta Department of Youth 
provides many vital support services to 
communities, agencies, organizations, 
clubs, private and public groups in 
volved in working with people. 


Departmental officers help to organize 
leadership workshops, management 
seminars, sports clinics, student 
council workshops. They provide 
speakers on youth problems and pro 
grams. They offer consultant services 
Financial assistance is also part of the 
over-all pattern of work undertaken to 
help develop potential in people 
throughout the province 


A research capability including studies 
evaluations and inventory-taking of 
Alberta's youth and their community's 
resources is offered. Facilities include 

computerized index of references 
material on youth activities and re 
lated subjects and a data bank on drug 
abuse 


During summer months the Depart 
ment co-ordinates a student travel 
exchange program working with the 
federal government, local school 
boards and communities. Each year 
about 400 boys and girls from all 
across the province travel in groups for 
exchange visits to other parts of 
Canada 


Channeling this broad scope of services 
to local levels is done through more 
than 50 professional consultants of the 
Department of Yoyth and represent 
atives working with communities.

Pesticides 
Hazards and Benefits

A pesticide is a prepara- 
tlon or substance used to 
destroy Insects and related 
animals somatimes called 
insects, Insecticides can 
also be defined by this de- 
finttlon, There are many 
typas of insecticides and 
pesticides andthey are clas- 
sed {nto three main types; 
fumigants, stomach polsons 
and contact polsons, The 
first of these, fumtgants, 
such as hydrocyante acid 
gas, nicotine, sulfur dlox- 
{de and others are used only 
against insects In a confined 
Space, Stomach polsons, 
calcium arsenate and helle- 
bore, are used to pofson the 
food of insects which have 
chewing or biting mouth 
parts, The last type, con- 
tac: polsons, are similar to 
stomich polsons and were 
developed for sucking {n+ 
sects that feed on plant sap, 
Examples of contact polsons 
are rotenone and pyrethrin, 
Although there are older 
insecticides they are still 
in unabated use because they 
are only slightly toxle to 
humans, 

Today, the most {mportant 
and most controversial pes- 
ticlde on the market ls DDT, 
DDT {is an organic poison 
which has a high toxicity 
for insects but low for hum» 
ans, It was first discovered 
in 1939, first made avatl- 
able {n 1945 and first tn the 
series of polsons known as 
chlorinated hydrocarbons, 
These include aldrin, diel- 
drin, heptachlor and endren, 
Although DDT has been 
unter attack the most, there 
are many other pesticides 
which are far more danger- 
ous to our environment, 


Nevertheless, DDT is being 
banned in many areas in the 
US and Canada in an effort 
to discontinue its use, Why 
is DDT being attacked? Sinze 
DDT is toxic to awide range 
of organisms and it retains 
its toxicity a long time, it 
can accumulate in water, 
soil, plants, animils and 
man Anti DDT groups sce 
these residues as a threat 
to antmal life andman They 
say DDT has been in use in 
great amounts for many 
years, that its residues are 
widely distributed, In a study 
conducted by the U.S, Bur- 
eau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife, it was discovered 
that an average man has four 
to seven parts per million 
of DDT in his tissue, Birds 
have even greater amounts 
and some species have al- 
most become extinct be- 
cause of it. If DDT can 
affect birds so drastically, 
what will happen to man? 
But not everybody ts fight 
ing to have DDT banned. 
Farmers, entomologists and 
many other people are try- 
ing to keep DDT on the 
market, Recently, the Nat- 
fonal Research Counell of 
Canada reported that evi-e 
dense does not indicate that 
present levels of pesticide 
residues in man’s food and 
environment will produce 
adverse effects. Infact, DDT 
can be credited In saving 
blu2s by controlling insects 
that spread malaria, yellow 
fever and other fatal dis- 
eases, Note! agrologists 
have stated that in Canada, 
DDT and other pesticides 
are an integral part of agri- 
culture and their use must 
be continued if the quantity 
and quality of products are 
to meat the demands of the 
increasing population, But 
due to indiscriminate use, 
our environment has been 


affected and adequate con- 
trol and regulation of pes- 
ticldes {s necessary, DDT 
should, however, not be 


co.n,letely banned, at least 
till a better product comas 
along, 


Another world wide pollu- 
tant ts DDE, DDE, a toxic 
breakdown product of DDT, 
is considered the most abun- 
dant synthetie pollutant tn 
the world's environment. 
Alr borne dust particles 
have carried DDEand DDT 
thousands of miles and con- 
taminated a wide area ofthe

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earth, One reason these 
chlorinated hydro-carbons 
are believed responsible for 
wiping out bird populations 
is that DDE affected birds 
lay thin shelled, easily brok- 
en eggs. 

Four other chlorinated 
hydrocarbons that will pro- 
bably come under attack are 
dieldrin, aldrin, endrin and 
kin, As yet, they have not 
received as much contro- 
versy as DDT, It is be- 
lieved that when DDT its 
finally banned, anti-insec- 
ticide forces will turn on 
these. Unlike DDT, these 
are almost exclusively agri- 
cultural chemicals, Aldrin 
is a number one corn ine 
secticide; endrin is a wea- 
pon agaist cotton’s worst 
enemies and its useful on 
many crops, Dieldrin ts eff- 
ective against fruit enemies 
although its use has declined 
along with heptachlor, All 
four insecticides are con- 
sidered more poisonous to 
antmals and birds than DDT, 
while endrin is the most 
potent fish killer among all 
insecticides, These insecti- 
cides can persist for years 
in the soll and water al- 
though some convert to other 
chemicals, They can con- 
taminate through residues 
in the soil and they have 
been known to persist in 
soil for a period of 10 years, 
But so far they have been 
in only limited use and they 
do not build up indefinitely 
in the soil, Thus, around 
the country, the pesticide 
residue appears relatively 
low, but we must be care~ 
ful in our recommendations 
and usage of these pesticides, 

If the insecticides we now 
use are relatively hazard- 
ous, what should sctentists 
work for? The ideal insec- 
ticide should be highly leth- 
al to destructive insects, 
exempt from tnsect resis- 
tance, 
animus and other wildlife, 
and disappear from the en- 
vironment after it has done 
its job. 

Such an insecticide does- 
n't exist, although there are 
a few that come close, Three 
of them are: malathion, of 
the organic phosphate fam- 
tly; methoxychlor, a chlor- 
inated hydrocarbon; and 
sevin, of the carbamate 
class, Each of these has one 
of the safest animal toxicity 
ratings, Each of these only 
disrupts the organic mach- 
inery in insects, while Itt 
exempts man, Also, all of 
the insecticides mentioned 
effectively exterminate dan- 
gerous and harmful {nsects 
and at the same time have a 
low toxicity to humans, 

Malathion controls the 
grasshopper, boll wevil, 
mosquitos, to mention a few, 

Sevin also controls a 
wide variety of insects, over 
150 injurious species, Sevin 
can also be used for crop 
protection since many other 
chlorinated hydrocarbons 
have been banned, But no 
pesticide {s perfect; one of 
their faults is that they are 
highly toxic to honeybees 
and many other useful para- 
sites and predators, Never- 
theless, these pesticides are 
a step in the right direc. 
tion, 


hon toxic to humans, 


Today, pesticides have 
become a world wide pollu- 
tant. But can we, and should 
we really ban their use? 
Without them, agriculture 
could no longer supply the 
quantity and quality of pro- 
dusts that we would need. 
But with them, our world 
will become a poisoned plan- 
et that could not support any 
life, 

Unfortunately, the banning 
of DDT will not solve this 
provlem, For DDT will be 
replaced by organophosph- 
orus and carbamate insec-

ticldes which will bring 
about far more serious pro- 
blems. More time and money 
should be spent on evaluating 
new products and for re-

Misunderstandings re crop insurance 


The first thing to under- 
stand, says AM, Wilson, 
a member of the board and 
former director of the pro- 
vincial plant industry divi- 
Sion, is that the board’s 
crop insurance guarantee 
applies only to the differ- 
ence between the insured 
level (usually 60 per cent 
of the long-term average 
yield) and the actual grade 
harvested. He stresses that 
it has absolutely nothing to 
do with the price the farmer 
will receive for his grain 
when it ts sold, 

However, in order to set 
its crop insurance pre= 
miums, the board has to 
establish an arbitrary, or 
insured, price per bushel 
that it will pay the farmer 
on the difference between 
the guaranteed yield and his 
actual yield when the latter 
is lower, Because this price 
has to be established long 
before the crop is even plan- 
ted, there is little chance 
that it w‘ll be the same as 
the Canadian Wheat Board 
price at the time the farmer 
Sells the grain, It may be 
either higher or lower, de- 
pending upon markets that 
year, The insured price for 
wheat was $1.50 in 1969 and 
$1.25 in 1970, The insured 
price has not yet been ann- 
ouised for 1971, 

The principle on which 
indemnity payments are cal- 
culated is the same for all 
grains, except for the grade 
on which the insured price 
is based, In the case of 
wheat, It is based upon No, 3 


northern or better, Henza, 
th policy holder gets paid 
the insured price for No, 3 
wheat on the difference be- 
tween the guaranteed yield 
and his actual yield, when the 
latter is lower, He also re- 
ceives compensation for the 
prica spread when the grade 
on his harvested crop is be» 
low No, 3, 

Here is how It works, A 
farmer takes out a policy 
whic’ guarantees him a yleld 
of 15 bushels per acre, The 
insured price that year is 
$1.50 per bushel, Hence his 
crop is insured for $22.50 
an acre, 

Whe. harvested the crop 
yields 10 bushels tothe acre 
of No. 5 wheat, The price 
spread between No. 3 and 
No, 5 wheat is 10 cents a 
bushel, The farmer will ree 
ceive $1.59 for each bushel 
of wheat he is short of his 
guaranteed yield plus 10 
cents per bushei on the har- 
vested part of his crop. This 
works out to ($1.50 x 5) 
plus (10¢ x 10) == $8.50 
an acre, 

The probtem arises when 
he sells his crop to the 
elevator and gets only $1 
a bushel for it. When he 
adds the $8.50 he received 
from the crop insurance 
board to the $10 (10 bu, x 
$1 per bu.) he got from the 
elevator, he finds that he 
bey only $18,50 instead of 

50 per acre, 

As was pointed out above, 
the crop insurance board’s 
price guarantee applies only 
to the difference between 


the guaranteed yield and the 
actual yield and the price 
spread between grades, The 
board does not guarantee 
the price of the grain sold 
to the elevator. To be elig- 
ib'e for the whole $22.50 
per acre from the crop In- 
surance board, the policy 
holder would have to have 
a complete crop failure. 

The disposal of all or 
part of a crop before the 
damage or loss has been 
assessed by an adjuster is 
another point which often 
causes controversy, accore 
ding to Mr, Wilson, Exam- 
ples of this situation include 
turaing livestock on to all, 
or part of the crop, and 
selling, or feeding, grain out 
of a bin before the crop 
yield has been assessed or 
the grain in the bin has been 
measured, Without this in- 
formation it is impossible to 
establish the crop yield, Mr. 
Wilson points out, 

The actual yield, no matt- 
er how small, has to be 
established and its value 
calculated before insurance 
payments can be made, Pro= 
viding the yield is known, 
the board can calculate in- 
demnity payments even if 
noae of the crop has been 
harvested, In the case of 
Wheat, the board assumes 
that the crop would have 
graded No, 3 and subtracts 
the astimated yield from 
the guaranteed yield and 
pays the insured price on 
the difference.

generic brands sold as ASA, 
A committee was app- 
ointed by the Food and Drug 
Directorate to study all as- 
pects of the polsoning pro- 
blem and to make effective 
recommendations to reduce
